THE STORY OF

The process developed by Bodger Seeds Ltd. in its pioneer work 
is much like vaccination in human beings: Plants are exposed to the 
Wilt and those which survive supply seed for the next generation of 
test plants. This work is carried on in the-Wilt Workshop, a twenty- 
acre farm staffed by Bodger experts which is devoted solely to wilt 


work and is purposely infected with as much wilt as possible. 


The tendency to wilt-resistance can be inherited, so the plants 
grown from the seed produced the previous year are quite resistant 
—but the process does not stop there. Many successive generations 
are grown in the Workshop until the best lines have great resist- 
ance. By means of this technique—survival of the fittest—Bodger’s 


original strains of wilt-resistant Asters were developed. 


In all cases it is resistance, not immunity, which is developed. 
The tendency toward resistance is inherited, and will “breed out” 
if the strain is not put through the Workshop cycle periodically. All 
Bodger Aster introductions are developed in the Workshop, and 
each year’s stock seed comes directly from a two-generation expo- 
sure to wilt of a virulence not found in ordinary soil. Your Bodger 
Aster seed is highly resistant. Even a few generations of increase in 
non- or lightly-infected soil will produce seed of decidedly less 


resistance. 


Resistance is hereditary, and so are plant and flower types. 
Bodger wilt-resistant strains are developed from non-resistant, 
Commercial varieties, quite true to type—not from crosses between 
commercial and inferior, though resistant, types. Because we take 
pride in maintaining this accuracy of type, some varieties are not 
offered as wilt-resistant. At present we cannot make these resistant 
without sacrificing essential qualities of type, and we do not recom- 
mend their use where wilt has been observed. Combining wilt- 
resistance with good commercial types is not easy; since there will 
always be some variation. Resistance is expressed as a percentage, 


a high value of which is required to qualify as ‘wilt-resistant.” 


The war against wilt is a continual one, complicated by bad 
weather breaks which sometimes wipe out a long chain of selec- 
tion work. Among commercial growers, Bodger Seeds Ltd. is the 
pioneer in wilt work, and the only firm actively engaged in con- 
tinual research. Your Bodger wilt-resistant Aster seed is of high 
quality, true to type, and as wilt-resistant as we can make it. 
Because of this research work, wilt is no longer a problem to the 


careful grower who makes sure he has resistant stock.

Asters are popular. The non-resistant Giants require care to avoid wilt 
infested ground, but yield tremendous “‘show” blooms for the careful 
gardener. Most of these Asters are also in great demand as florist’s 
commercial varieties, especially those marked “f’’. In any case, seed we 


offer is of highest florist quality.

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Sweet Peas 


With the continually increasing number of sweet pea types being 
introduced there is inevitably a certain amount of confusion be- 
tween classes. To make the types as clear as possible and to 
introduce new classes in their proper position, we summarize here 
the three broad classfiications of early, spring and late with the 
new Zvolanek types in their proper location. 


EARLY 
(Winter Flowering) 


This group of sweet pea varieties includes only those which 
will flower under short-day conditions. In mild climates these are 
fall-planted for bloom from Christmas onward. In areas with 
severe Winters they are planted as early as possible in the spring 
and provide the first flowers, although not nearly so much earlier 
as when fall planted. The usual series in this class is the Early 
or Winter Flowering Spencer, and a very wide range of colors is 
available in this group. Newer, and more vigorous in plant as 
well as carrying more florets per stem is the Zvolanek Multiflora 
series. 


SPRING 


The Cuthbertson Spring Flowering group is well known for its 
greater vigor and greater heat resistance than comparable ma- 
turities. While this is not a short-day type and will not be rushed 
into bloom even in mild climates until the days become long 
enough, it does provide the best answer to reliable sweet pea 
crops where spring planting is the rule and where early summer 
heat is a hazard. Cuthbertson Floribundas are the newer, stronger 
varieties in this class. Zvolanek Floribundas belong in this same 
maturity class, and their characteristically longer, stronger stems 
and greater number of florets per stem make them a very inter- 
esting and worth-while addition to the sweet pea family. These 
are very new and in limited distribution as yet. Both types bloom 


about 2 weeks earlier than the late flowering types. 


LATE 
(Summer Flowering) 


Where cool weather persists during the summer this group is the 
most satisfactory for it has the largest plants and produces the 


heaviest crops of all. The standard strain is Late or Summer Flower- 
ing Spencer, and a long list of varieties is available. In this same 


classification is the brand new Zvolanek Plentiflora series. These 
varieties are available only in strictly limited quantities this year, 
but they exhibit the same advantage in number of florets in 
comparison with the Spencers as the other, earlier Zvolanek in- 


troductions.
